Paris, May 26.—France already 
has taken action for adjustment of 
the American war debt and has ap- 
pointed two representatives to hasten 
the study of the question, according 
to Foreign Minister Briand. 

Briand rev-aled this in the senate 
Tuesday night, wwen answering an 
interpellation based on the charge 
that France’s promise to pay was 
not sufficient and that serious con- 
versations on debts should be started 
with Washington. 

Briand repli¢d that 
ready been done. 

Workers Are Busy. 

“America desires the question of 
debts to escape the movement of 
public opinion and not to be involved 
in interior politics,” Briand said. 
“She is right. The French govern- 
ment has decided tu consider the ques- 
tion ‘and has charged two representa- 
tives to hasten the stuly of the prob- 
lem,” 

The foreign minister did not say 
what course these representatives 
would follow or whether they would 
constitute a debt commission 
Washington. 

Briand replied to suggestions that 
France was not struggling sufficiently 
against propaganda aimed to discredit 
her in American eyes. He did not be- 
lieve, he said, that America ever had 
committed the affront of suspecting 
France wished to avoid — 

No Denial of Debt. 

“We have never considered it.” he 
continted. “and Americans never have 
Delieved. that. we. refuse.to. recognize 
eur debt.’ 1 defy anyone to say that 
France ever has made a sgestatre of 
denial on the debt.” 

The proposed Huropean security 
pact, Briand said, must be kept with- 
in the framework of the perce treaties, 
and if Germany wished to be asso- 
ciated in the pact, she must correct 
her omissions in fulfillment of the 
treaty terms. Answering laments 
that the three-power @act which Presi- 
dent Wilson signed was never ¢n- 
forced, the foreign minister said : 

“We must not tax the United States 
with this. In reality, the attitude of 
the United States conformed entirely 
with its constitution.”

Pole, he spent three days there in 
order to complete his observations. 
Why, therefore, should he not spend 
fully as much or more time in the 
vicinity of the North Pole? He was 
so’ anxious to make certain he had 
reached the southern extremity of the 
globe that he scattered his party of 
five, and had each man take open wb- 
servations at various spots. If he 
was so carefully there he would cer- 
tainly be equally painstaking now. 


Interested in Data. 


Ellsworth, the American member af 
the expedition is more interested than 
any of the others in scientific results 
of the flight. He would wish to 
spend all possible time collecting data 
of geographic, meteorologieal, natural 
and economic value.

Seven Killed in Attack 
on Fortress, Says Re- 
port of Province Chief 
to General Wood. 


Manila, May- 27.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) —Governor General Leon- 
ard Wood today received a dispatch 
from Major Jobnson, governor of 
Lanao province, announcing the suc- 
cessful assaujt of the fortress from 
which Sullan Raya and other Moros 
have been defying the authorities for 
some months. 

After a preliminary shelling with 
field guns and mortars the fortress 
was stormed by the constabulary. 
Seven Moros are known to have been 
killed. Some escaped. The constabu-} 
lary suffered no casualties. 

The fortress was destroyed. 

Two naval hydroplanes madé a use- 
ful demonstration without actually 
bombing the fortress. 


The Moros gathered in the fortress 
early in April, announcing their in- 
tention to seek vengeance for the kill- 
ing a° year ago by the constabulary of 
a number of their relatives during an 
uprising. Peaceful means were 
adopted by the constabulary officers 
to induce the Moros to leave their 
fortress but, they declined to listen to

Ber'in, May 26,—Rising opposition 
to the proposed European’ security 
pact is developing here, especially 
since the Germans have learned of 
the terms France insists must p-evail 
in such a protocol. 

The. nationalist diehards have 
pasced a resolution expressing anxiety 
over the security negotiations and de- 
claring that Germany must re »+t any 
demand for voluntary concurrence 
with the ‘Versailles robbery.” The 
nationalists insist that despite their 
participation in the goverrment they 
must uphold “the empire of Bis- 
marck.” 

Will Offer Opposition. 

Neither governmental nor popular 
policy is represented by the national- 
ists, but there is ample evidence that 
Germany will oppose 1 number of 
points which France considers e-sen- 
tial to a guarantee pact. German offi-: 
cials reacted quickly to the terms of 
the note which France has drafted 
for dispatch to Berlin, and which 
became available in Paris Monda,’. 

First, it is stated here that the fate 
of the security pact must depend on 
how the allies fulfill their obligation 
to evacuate the Ruhr and Rhinel~nd, 
France has maintained that for the, 
time being at least she must preserve 
her rights there. ' 

Second, the French demand that the 
pact he subordinated to the Versailles 
treaty would mean that Germany must 
reaffirm her Eastern frontiers. This 
Germany refuses to do, for she still 
declines to see any justice in the loss 
of a part of Silesia and the enlarrc:- 
ment of Polish territory at German 
expense. 

Slight Hope for Success. 

So long as France insists on formal 
German adherence to these hounda- 
ries, there appears slight hope for suc- 
cess of the guarantee pact. 

The Jingo Press in Berlin is over- 
looking no opportunity to arouse op- 
osition to the pact. Dispatches from 
Jortmund, in the Ruhr, are pu lished, 
charging that the French are revivinz 
their “pin prick” policy against the 
Germans. The French have increased 
official red tape, these dispatches say, 
and are making indiscriminate arrests.

* New York, May 26.—Gar Wood 
twice literally swapped horses in the 
middle of the stream today and beat 
the running time of the crack train 
of the New York Central lines, the 
Twentieth Century limited, from Al- 
bany to New York city. He usec two 
of his speedboats to do it, changing 
from one to the other at high speed 
down the Hudson river. The powerful 
motors of the Baby Gar IV, overcame 
fate and circumstatice in the roaring 
duwnriver race speeding to victory at 
the rate of 46.5 miles an hour. On 
the Hudson river’s east shore the 


first of the train’s four section, in 
sight of ‘the racing boat's crew at vir- 
tually all times sped Manhattanward 
st an average clip of 39.94 miles an 
hour. 

Elapsed time for the Baby Gar IV, 
was two hours and 8 minutes for the’ 
trip, approximately 138 miles, The 
Century’s time for the trip—142.2 
miles in this case, as its terminal was 
ut the Grane Central station, while 
the boat’s was at Fighty-Sixth street, 
was three hours, thirty-nine minutes. 


Start Is Confused, 


The contest started in confusion 
when the Century’s first section 
shrieked ont of Albany 40 minutes 
ahead of schedule, catching the Wood 
poats, the Baby, IV, and the Baby 
Gar V, with engines cold. Because of 
this pre-schedule start, the train had 
to do considerable “loafing” on the 
trip, although on some stretches it 
traveled at a 58-mile-an-hour rate 
and on more than one occasion was 
ahead of the racing boat. The Cen- 
tury took 3 hours and 36 minutes to 
make the trackage it ordinarily makes 
in 3 hours and 9 minutes.

Had 
the Centuryagmun on schedule, Wood's 
margin of > would have been 
but six mi s. His time was 18 
minutes slower than that made by 
Richard F. Hoyt’s speedboat Teaser 
in a test run up the Hudson to A)- 
bany, last Wednesday. 


Train Wouldn't Race, 


The event was called a “race” a)- 
though the Century adhered strictly 
to the rules of the road. 

Mrs. Gar Wood and a party of 
friends watched chelierereek of the 
contest for a rear platform of the Cen- 
tury. 

It was from this vantage point that 
Mrs. Wood saw her husband do two 
daring things in his determination to 
overcome circumstance. At Harmon 
his Baby Gar IV, which he was pilot- 
ing, was trailing the Baby V, in charge 
of his brother, George. So he signal- 
led George to slow down and with 
the boats still driving ahead at a 
brisk rate, he leaped to the Five's 
deck, believing that craft’s engines to 
be running more smoothly than those 
George jumped to the 
Four. But at Poughkeepsie the Five 
snapped qa motor valve and again the 
pilots hazardously exchanged boats, 
Precious minutes were lost in the 
double exchange. 

Charles F. Chapman, editor of 
Motorboating, who was official observ- 
er and timer, in an official report of 
the race stated that the Baby Gar IV 
maintained an average pace of 42 miles 
an hour. The elapsed time of the boat 
for the run was 2 hours and 58 min- 
utes, according to Chapman’s figures 
while the train, assuming it started 
with the boat, took 3 hours and 36 
minutes, Chapman calculated that the 
Century was beaten by 38 minutes.

The finance committee did not fin- 
ish its work Tuesday but was ready 
for a night session, which began at 
7:30 o'clock. 

“Tf we take the matter of making 
up the annual finance sheet out of 
the hands of a committee of 12 men, 
all elected from different wards, and 
each striving to get the most for his 
particular section and place it in the 
hands of three men, who are charged 
with caring for every section of the 
city equally then I believe we can 
distribute the city’s money more 
equitably and promote the growth of 
all sections,” he said.

The county's’ tobacco agent, M. E. 
Fagg, has worked indefatigably since 
early im the year to make the crop 
a banner one for the section and has 
had the assistance of competent as- 
sistant supervisors and planters who 
came here early in 1925 from North 
Carolina. With normal rainfall and 
warm weather, however, the crop is 
expected to improve rapidly. 

Cotton has been seriously retarded 
through cold weather, the plant fail- 
ing in many instances and having to 
be replanted. In some sections dur- 
ing the drouth seed never sprouted 
ang in other seMions where seed 
came through the cold snap retarded 
its growth. The result is that the 
cotton crop is later than usual and 
naturally will require more effort on 
the part of planters to combét the 
boll weevil. 

Corn, while getting off to a slow 
start, has rapidly gotten over effects 
of the various cool snaps and is not 
taking on the herdy, growthy ap- 
pearance necessary for a good yield. 

Other grain crops are excellent. 
with larger acreage and_ splendid 
prospects for a good yeild.

COOLIDGE FAVORS 
GOVERNMENT RELIEF. 
Washington, May 26.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —Governmental relief 
for the Amundsen expedition to the 
north pole is favored by President 
Coolidge, but he is not certain that 
the situation has reached the point 
where such aid would be justified. 


EXPERTS CLAIM NO 
NEED FOR RELIEF. 

Oslo, Norway, May 26.—(Copy- 
right, 1925, by United News.)— 
There 1S no necessity now of an ex- 
pedition going to the relief of Captain 
Roald Amundsen and his companions. 
It is too early to fear for Amundsen’s 
safety and suggestions that the 


other craft speed to the rescue of the 
explorers are premature, 

These are the views of experts in 
arctic travel and friends of Amundsen. 
despite the fact that nearly six days 
havé elapsed since the daring Nor- 
wegian, his American associate, Lin- 
coln Ellsworth, and their fellows 
flew from King’s Bay toward the 
pole. They have not been heard from 
since, . ‘ 

Late Tuesday night the arctic 
weather was reported clear, with a 
temperature of 16 degrees above zero. 
Evidence that storms had subsided 
aroused hopes for Amundsen’s safe 
return. 


‘No Cause for Fear. 


Asked what they thought of relief 
proposals emanating from Washing- 
ton, different authorities agreed there 
was no cause yet for alarm. One 
authority, a friend of Amundsen, said 
the latter was strongly opposed | to 
suggestions of a later relief expedition 
before he started. ° 

‘Too much fuss is being made over 
Amundsen’s absence,” said Captain 
Otto Sverdrup, a leading Scandina- 
vian explorer. ‘People e<pect impos- 
sibilities. Amundsen must have time. 
It is not merely a question of his fly- 
ing directly to the pole and landing. 
He may have to make many landings 
before finding the right spot. The 
expedition may have*to march many 
miles. At this time, therefore. I do 
not see. the necessity. of a relief ex- 
pedition,” 

Refuses Comment. 


Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, himself a fa- 
mous explorer, said: “I do not wish 
to express any opinion of the trip it- 
self, as I think too much has been 
said already. Let us all wait and 
see what happens.” , 3 

In the opinion of Adolf Hoel, who 
helped Amundsen prepare maps for 
his flight, there will be no cause for 
ai.xiety even at the end of two weeks. 

“It is tbo soon to talk of sending 
relief.” Hoel declared. “It is not cer- 
tain that Amundsen has landed at the 
pole. Suppose he reaches the actual 
pole afoot, making observations en- 
route. In that case there wonld be 
no. need of atixiety, even if 14 days 
had elapsed.” 

Dr. Thommessen, chairman of the 
Norwegian Aeronautic society, who 
helped Amundsen in preparing for 
his flight, said the latter was opposed 
to relief plans before he started. 


Oppose Relief Party. 


“Both Amundsen and his associates, 
before they started their flight, were 
strongly opposed to plans for a re- 
lief expedition,” Dr. Thommesson told 
the ‘United News. “They are well- 
equipped and can manage for them- 
selves. -Anyway, it is much too early 
to speak of relief. Besides, it was the

EVERYBODY LIKES MYSTERY. 


Give a doctor a ripping mystery 
story, such as Philpott’s “The (rey 
Room,” Fletcher’s “The Burough 
Treasurer,” Carelyi Wells “The ‘Tas- 
seled Room,” Lees’ The Shrieking 
Pitt” or any of a dozen others which 
belong on the top shelf alongside 
askervills,” and 
for an evening or two he can forget 
delinquents, hypochondriacs and chi- 
ropractors. Nearly every body likes 
mystery. I like it with my pipe. A 
doctor may indulge in both of ’em at 
the right time and in the right dose 
without offending anyone else or in- 
juring himself. The trouble is, sb 
many doctors mix both tobacco and 
mystery with their prescriptions. 

Mystery and secrecy are two. legs 
of the tripod on which the success of 
the nostrum und quackery business de- 
pends. ‘The third leg I'll tell you 
about if we ever meet. You see, 
health ‘is the first consideration with 
me, and I must try to take good care 
Indeed, my own 
health is the very first consideration 
with me, and after that comes your 
health. I would even neglect your 
health a little, that is, withofd from 
you information or instruction of use 
to you in keeping well if the giving 
tended to injure my own health. For 
unless I keep perfectly well, the in- 
formation or instruction I give you 
is likely to be of an inferior is not 
an abnormal *‘ character, and that 
would be pretty bad for your health, 
wouldn’t it? I'll say it would, for 
fear you would not immediately. see 
the point. ‘There is a very old say- 
ing*“Physician, heal thyself!’ It nev- 
er impressed me as a Very Wise re 
mark, for many a physician stricken 
and really dying of disease has never- 
theless healed plenty of patients. I 
vou change it to “Health teacher, 
show us!” it seems more reasonable, 

doesn’t it? 

"ae of the important medical dis- 
eoveries of this generation 1s the dis- 
covery that goiter is due to a back of 
‘odin and that the trouble is absolute- 
ly preventable bjs supplying a minute 
quantity of iodin in one form or - 
other, in medicine, in water or in 
food. Where approximately half of 
the school children show some sign rs 
goiter it has been found that the ae - 
ministration of a minute dose of iodin 
in some form will. not only cure ee 
goiter already developed, in a Koo 
many cases, but at practically never 
produces any untoward effect. 

It is a great surprise, therefore, to 
find the New York state health de- 
partment? always somnolent and back- 
ward in action, suddenly printing in 
the newspapers of the state a warning 
that the general use of iodized salt 
instead of ordinary salt (one of the 
best methods of insuriug the maceaan ty 
iodin ration for anybody) 0 
serious harm when wu by 0 
sons having soiter already devel- 
oped,” although in the same queer 
press bulletin the Rip Van Winkle 
health authorities attempt to assure 
the befuddled public that “experience 
indicates that salt containing a small 
amount of idin is effective in prevent- 
i oiter.” 
Mie joker in the press notice issued 
by the New York politicians comes 
in the last line: “Dr. Kimball ad- 
vised that the administration of mi- 
nute qualities of idone in tablet form 
to children needing it be continued 
in the Syracuse schools? 

That “tablet form” refers to a pro- 
prietary nostrum which costs about a 
thousand times more than iodized salt 
or sodium iodid or ordinary tincture 
of iodin.

Five Minutes in the 
Past

Early Babylonians. 

As stated in the first article of 
this series the inhabitants of the 
Sumerian-Akkadian einpire were 
preyed upon by the Etamites and the 
Aimorites, the latter settling a small 
town known as Babylon. 

In 2100 B. C. the rule of the Amo- 
rites had spread until all of Mesopo- 
famia had’ been put under the domim- 
ion of one great king, Hammurabi, 
who has the distinction of being the 
founder of the Chaldean or firgt 
Babylonian empire. 

Though it is claimed that this em- 
pire extended from the Persian Gulf 
to the Mediterranean sea we must 
bear in mind that the gulf has beat a 
steady retréat southward at the rate 
of one mile every 30 years. Then at 
the fime of the founding of the em- 
pire the gulf extended some 134 miles 
further north, the empire having beex 
founded about 4,025 years ago: 

The inhabitants of Babylon may be 
conveniently divided into. two’ main 
classes, First, the agricultural peo- 
ple who settled in small groups which 
later developed into towns, and xee- 
ond, the wandering pastoral tribes 
which subsisted in those regions 
which were less favorable to agricul- 
ture. However, we .shall see that 
there Jater developed other classes, 
such as merchants, tradesmen, and go 
on. ~ 
Surveying the geographical features 
of Babyionia one can readily see that 
this great alluvial plain of rich soil 
was very conducive to agriculture. 
And this work was pursued with 
great energy. It was largely carried 
on by means of multitudes of irriga- 
tion ditches. The country was ane 
great net-work of canals. Some of 
these canals were navigable and ex- 
tremely large, the banks being in 
some instances 20 to 30 feet in height. 
Today there remain only long desert 
mounds to mark where life once 
teemed and flourished: and these re- 
gions are now inhabited by only a 
few tig ode 0 tribes of Arabs. 

The Babylonian empire grew and 
flourished until 1125 B. ©. when we 
find that a host of people from the 
north, the Assyrians, swooped down 
and subdued this ~-vast hation. Nat- 
urally the capital was moved to the 
Assyrian city of Nineveh. For 516 


jyears the Assyrians held sway, but 


in ©. the warriors of Media 
and Babylonia centered upon their 
masters and besieged Nineveh. This 
city was sacked and burned, the king 
being burned in_his palace. and once 
again the Babylonians ruled over this 
vast expanse of territory. A new 


Babylonian.empire was established ir | 


the south under the rule of the fa- 
mous Nebuchadnezzar. who rebuilt 
the city of Babylon upon such colossal 
and magnificent scale that it became 
one of the wonders of the ancient 
world.

Scouts Suicide Theory.

range. He also called attention to 
the fact that his brother was left- 
handed, while the bullet was fired 
from the right side, over the ear. 

Detective Brown stated that the 
cartridge from the _ revolver witfi 
which Varnedoe was slain would 
leave powder burns a distance of six 
feet and possible ten feet. The re. 
volver with which the fatal. shot was 
fired was a .38 caliber weapon car- 
rying a regular rifle cartridge. It 
was found lying on a small shelf in 
the: readliouse room of Mrs. Curtis. 

The -death of Varnedoe occurred 
when he, in company with McCon- 
nell, Miss Welch and Miss Crawford. 
visited the Curtis lodge and arranged 
for Curtis who. with Mrs. Curtis. 
had retired for the night, to prepare 
a chicken supper. 

Mrs. Curtis’ Story. 


According to the statement of Mrs. 

urtis. she remained in bed and mem- 
bers of. he party seated themselves 
while the 1e,.2st wes being prepared. 
Later they ali. “eturned to the din- 
ing room with’ ** exception of 
Varnedoe, who cont’ "ed to talk on 
various subjects, she ‘sJid. 

When she spoke of tite fatal De- 
catur street fire of some weeks ago, 
in which six firemen lost their fives, 
he snatched her risto] from the bed 
and killed himself, she added. 

“Varnedoe was worried about some 
love affair.” Mrs. Curtis stated. “We 
talked about varivus things. I wus 
trying to get his mind off the sub- 
ject, and when I spoke of the fire- 
men who lost: their lives in the De- 
ratur street firé, he snatched: the pis- 


‘tol from‘ my pillow and shot him- 


self.” 

“The party came to our home 
shortly after midnight.” Curtis stated. 
“They wanted something to eat, and 
I got up to prepare it. Howell Varne- 
doe, who is an old friend, was in my 
wife’s room, where she was sick ip 
bed. when TI heard her scream. When 
I entered the boy was lying on the 
floor.” 

McConnell Gives Account. 


McConnell, who is a_ well-known 
Atlanta singer, shortly after the 
shooting gave out the following 
statement: : 

“Following a singing engagement 
last night, Varnedoe suggested that 
we have a party at Curtis lodge. It 
was rather late but J agreed and, 
in company with Miss Welch and 
Miss Crawford, we started. 


“The Curtis family was asleep but | 


Varnedoe succeeded in arousing them 
and they made us at home. It was 
while the two girls were seated at a 
table and Varnedoe was talking to 
Mrs. Curtis, that we heard the shot 
and ran into Mrs. Curtis’ room. That 
is all I know about it.” 

The body of young Varnedoe was 
removed to the funeral parlors of 
Greenberg & SBond, and relatives 
were summoned. 

He is survived by his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. L. ©. Varnedoe, Sr., and 
three brothers, L. C., Jr.. Victor and 
R. J. Varnedoe. His father is a re- 
tired captain of the Atlanta fire de- 
partment. 

Miss Welch's statement follows: 

“T was one of the four who visited 
Curtis lodge and was in the dining 
room when Howell Varnedoe met. his 
death from a pistol ball in an adjoin- 

room. 
vey thought lots of Varnedoe and 
was grieved to learn of his death, but 
except for what others told me, 
know nothing of how he got posses- 
sion of the pistol nor why he shot him- 
self. YT heard Mrs, Curtis scream and 
the pistol shot about the same time, 
and. with others, rushed in to find 
Varnedoe cying from bullet wound 
in the head. 

“Varnedoe seemed to be in the 
best of spirits and merry before we 
reached Curtis lodge. He suddenly 
became dejected and grew rather blue 
and morose. ‘That is about all J 
know of this affair.” 

At the Fulton county tower Tues- 
day night, Mrs. Welch seemed willing 
and ready to tell anything she knew 
and answer all questions. She re- 
tained Attorneys Thomas J. Lewis 
and Thomas 1. Slappey to represent 
her. Shortly after Fe aonges = = 
their client, voth sal ley wer : 
fectly willing for Mrs. Welch to talk 
and tell what she knew, - Because. 
they added, ‘there is no way in the 
world that she can be blamed in the 
slightest degree for Varnedoe’s death. 

“Mrs, Curtis’ own statement to the 
officers certainly lifts every member 
of the party beyond the pale of sus- 
nicion.” Attorney ]ew!s stated, point- 
ing out that, according te newspaper 
aecounts. Mrs. Curtis told investigat- 
ing officials that she and Verneuse 
were alone in the room at the time he 
was fatally wounded. 

Curtis Is Silent. 

Curtis, who said he was too nervous 
and upset to talk. declined to discuss 
the case and insisted that reporters 
he kept away from his wife, whois 
confined in the matron’s ward on the 
third floor of the jail. : 

“My brother, J. R. Curtis. is look- 
ing after the matter for me. and I 
don’t want to do or say. anything just 
now.” he said. “I am gorry that so 
much unfavorable publicity has been 
given mv place of business. 

“I will make my statement in court 
when arraigned under the warrant on 
which I was arrested. Until then I 
don’t believe I have anything to say.” 

At the request of Mrs. Curtis and 
her husband, newspapermen were de- 
nied the privilege 
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His father, Captain Louis C. Var- 
nedoe, Company No. 10, at Oakland 
avenue and Sryan streets, and Varne- 
doe: was a ‘nember of Company No. 
18 iw Kirkwood. He is said to have 
been attentive to®Miss Welch, and 
members. of the roadhouse party are 
quoted as saying that his high spirits 
appeared to be dashed .at news that 
she had accepted the gift of a ring 
from another man. ,

elared Varnedoe had shown no signs 
of mental agitation during the past 
few days and had appeared in the 
best of humor when they saw him 
last, Monday.

department without outside expense. 
The highway department did nog in- 
stitute the court proceedings. ~The 
chairman did this. The governor un- 
dertook to remove the chairman, no- 
tified the members that he had done 
so, and inasmuch as the governor ‘ap- 
pointed both of these members, they 
had no alternative but to follow the 
directions of the governor in regard 
to the revocation. 

“Ihe necessity for the special at- 
torneys and tbe special auditors ap- 
pointed by the governor was brought 
about by acts of the chairman wholly 
aside from his duties as chairman, 
vr his authority as chairman. No 
challenge of veny of his official acts 
has ever been entered. If he had 
been called upon to defend his chair- 
manship because of anything he had 
x right to do as chairman, there 
would be no question about’ the 
board’s responsibility for the expense 
incurred. ‘he board defended its of- 
ficial acts, and those only. Hence 
the payment of the bills bythe doard., 

Says Majority Rules. 

“The governor employed the at- 
torneys and gave them directions to 
defend the board in the suit brought 
by Mr. Holder. The attorneys served 
the board or the governor, as you 
please. When the bill was approved 
by the governor the board paid it. 
The same thing is true of the auditors 
who were especially employed by the 
governor. ‘Ihe matters that needed 
investigating in the department were 
brought to the attention of the gov- 
ernor, who, it was presumed under 
the constitution of the state, was the 
only authority competint to take up 
the matter. . He was requested by 
the board to proceed in his own Way 
and determine the facts. 

“It was thought that Dawson and 
company, Were most familiar with 
the department’s affairs and would 
be best qualified to get the facts as 
they existed. The governor thought 
so, too, or probably he would not 
have written Dawson and company 
the instructions he gave them. Daw- 
son has completed his work and has 
been paid.

FINAL ACTION 
EXPECTED TODAY. 


The last technicality in the man- 
damus ease of Chairman John N. 
Holder, of the state highway board. 
will be eoneluded today in Macon, it 
is expected. when Judge Malcolm D. 
Jones, of Bibb superior court, signs 
the mandamus order which instructs 
the other two members of the board 
to continue to recognize Mr. Holder 
as chairman. despite the effort of 
Governor Clifford Walker to oust him 
in March, by revocation of his com- 
mission. This action follows the de- 
cision of the state supreme _ court, 
handed down last week, reversing 
Judge Jones’ ruling in the case, and 
holding that the governor did not 
have authority to remove the highway 
board head. Since that time, Chair- 
man Holder has attended one meeting 
of the board. last Saturday. at which 
both the other members recognized 
him as chairman and assured him of 
their cooperation for the cause of 
road building in Georgia. . 

However, W. T. Anderson, of 
Macon. one of the members, has since 
published a statement Gn which he 
hinted at the possibility of institut- 
ing impeachment proceedings against 
Mr. Holder. in the senate. and reit- 
erating charzes of wnsnitability of 
Mr. Holder for his position. 

Another meeting of the board is 
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meeting also, put he has not yet call- 
ed a meeting bimself since the su- 
preme court cecision was given out. 
Just when he will call nis first 
meeting is not known, but Mr. Hold- 
er has asked the attorney general for 
an opinion as to bis exact authority 
as cheirman and other points, and 
it is expected that he will decide 
on his future course after receipt of 
this opinion. 

It developed on Tuesday _ that. 
among actions of the board taken 
during the two months of his en- 
forced absence, there are at least 
two to which the chairman will not 
give his approval. These are the pay- 
ment of the audit by C. R. Dawson, 
private auditor appointed by the gev- 
ernor to audit the department, and 
the bill of the attorneys for the de- 
fense in the tnandamus suit. 

Chairman Holder declared Tuesday 
that he had not approved either of 
these two claims and did not intend 
to do so. 

“I paid my own lawyers in the 
highway department litigation,” he 
said, “and I think the other two mem- 
bers of the hoard should pay thei 
lawyers. <Although I am chairman 
of the board and have been all along 
I wouldn’t think of asking the hizh- 
way department to pay my attorneys. 
Neither do I approve, as chairman 
of the commission, the bill of an nudi- 
tor who was cicploved specifically to 
get up some kind of evidence against 
me, and whose report, which eon- 
sisted merely of affidavits was thrown 
out as irrelevant by the: courts.” 

Auditor Still Busy. 

Mr. Dawson, the private atiditor re- 
tnined by the governor at the request 
of Mr. Anderson and Stanley S. Ben- 
net, the members of the board, is still 
engaged on his audit and no intima- 
tion has yet been given as to when 
it will be complete. ‘The preliminary 
report, on which Governor Walker 
based his action in attempting to with- 
draw Chairman Holder’s commission, 
consisted only of affidavits by three 
officials at the Kast Point shops, 
which chargéd that Chairman Holder 
had, oly some occasions, drawn some 
of his salary in advance. It was ad- 
mitted, however, that he had repaid 
this. The report also cited entries in 
the books and cancelled checks which 
corroborated these charges. 

The bil] of the audit by Dawson, to 
date, is said to he approximately 
$7,000, while. the bill from the attor- 
neys for Messrs, Anderson and Ben- 
net, including court costs, is $1,450. 
Strozier & Deaver, of Macon, is the 
firm employed and they, with Seward 
M. Smith, the department attorney, 
conducted the case for the defense, 
while Sam L. Olive, Hugh Dorsey and 
Marion Smith represented Mr. Holder. 

There was some difference of opin- 
ion at the state capitol on Tuesday 
as to the legality of actions taken by 
the two remaining members of the

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PETUNIAS AND VERBENAS. 

“Petunias are garden life-savers,” I 
remarked. “What would a newly 
started garden do without them!” 

“Yes,” agreed Mr. Burbank, “be- 
ginners in the art of gardening gen- 
erally do and should think first of 
petunias, and if they are careful 
about color combinations there is 
nothing more satisfactory. 


‘‘These little plants were started in 
the spring and are now almost ready 
for blooming, but seeds may be sown 
for late blooming. Only «the best 
plents should be obtained. the finer 
varieties having good stocky stems 
and the leaves large, and set closely 
on the stems, while the buds are thick 
and compact. At the end of the sum- 
mer some of the best plants may he 
cut back severely, potted and brought 
indoors for winter blooming.” 

“Many dislike petunias,” I said, 
“hecause the old varities generally 
ran to magenta, but some of the 
new ruffled and fringed varieties are 
lovely enough to convert anyone.” 

“You would not think the petunia 
belonged tv the Solanum family, which 
includes so many and varied connec- 
tions as the potato, egg plant, Jeru- 
salem cherry, Jimson weed, tobacco 
and tomato. 

“The history of this large tribe of 
70 families and 1,800 species, would 
be very interesting if it could he 
traced hack and we could see just 
where the different plants were 'n- 
fluenced hy their surroundines, gen- 
eration after generation, until a new 
heredity was created and each plant 
beenme distinguished by different 
traits and characteristics.”

Mr. Shaver said publicity contracts 
had been handled by Robert W. Wool- 
ley, and that his connection with them 
was merely to oversee Mr. Woolley in 
the matter. He said he supposed his 
silence could be construed as his con- 
sent, when he had not indorsed con- 
tracts. 

Jesse H. Jones, Mr. Shaver said, 
had been directly in charge of finan- 
cial expenditures. Woolley, he sail, 
was a man with “large ideas” who 
Was ready to “spend money freely.” 

“Do you say, Mr. Shaver,” asked 
Max A. Geller, attorney for tne 
agency, “that early in the campaign 
your committee was short of funds?’
